If  the  first  blos- 
soms do  get  killed  by  frost  they  will  im- 
mediately throw  up  a new  lot  of  blos- 
som stems,  and  will  continue  to  bear 
a good  crop  of  fruit  until  frost  kills  the 
blossoms  in  the  fall,  provided  you  keep 
the  ground  very  rich,  at  least  50  loads 
of  stable  manure  to  the  acre.  This  is 
very  essential  to  enable  the  plant  to 
carry  a continuous  crop.  The  Progres- 
sive, the  Americus  and  the  Superb  are 
the  three  leading  varieties  of  everbear- 
ing strawberries. 

THE  PROGRESSIVE 

The  Progressive  strawberry  is  the 
most  largely  planted  and  will  probably 
do  better  on  a greater  variety  of  soils. 
It  is  a good  plant  maker,  dark  colored 
fruit  and  a good  shipper.  The  flavor  is 
good.
